Pustic Batius,—-A proposition has been made to the civic autho- 
rities to convert the west side of Farringdon Market, next Shoe 
Lane, which, for upwards of four years, has been totally unoccupied, 
into public baths and washhouses for the labouring classes. It is 
said that nothing is required but the internal fittings to convert 
this useless property to a benevolent, sanitary, and profitable use. 

New Recoxn Orrice.—'Uhe estimated cost of the new building 
in Chancery Lane, for the Public Records, is stated to be 175,000/. 
—the fittings, 31,500/, ‘lhe houses and grounds which it will be ne- 
ecessary to purchase—including the erection of several short streets in 
the immediate neighbourhood — will occasion a further outlay of 
243,000., —making a total cost ot 450,000/. 

Barus ann Wasnnouses. — The commissioners appointed to con- 
struct baths and washhouses for the labouring classes have com- 
menced the erection of a spacious building for that purpose on a plot 
of ground granted by the Commissioners of Woods and Forests in 
Orange Street, Leicester Square. Two hundred private baths for 
both sexes, a spacious washing room, with hot closets for drying and 
steam apparatus for the supply of hot and cold water, are to be con. 
structed—the estimated cost being 5000}, which will be raised by a 
rate on the inhabitants of St. Martin's-in-the- Fields, ‘The water for 
the use of the establishment will be obtained from the artesian wells 
supplying Trafalgar Square; and it is anticipated that the concern 
will not only be seif-supporting, but also yield a considerable profit 
to the parish, 

Tue Sanirary Movement, — The Commissioners of * Sewers 
summoned Mr. Hyam, of Cornhill, the owner of several small 
tenements near Aldgate, for permitting the cesspools in those tene- 
ments to remain in a foul state, Lt was stated that two inspectors of 
pavements had caught fevers in merely attempting to inspect them. 
Iwo medical certificates were put in, stating that the cesspools were 
injurious to the health of the inhabitants. — An order was made that 
they should be cleansed forthwith by the owner, or in default at his 
expense by the Commissioners of Sewers, 

Steam to Austratia,—A company has been incorporated by 
royal charter for the purpose of establishing a line of steam-boats to 
run between Indiatand Australia, thus completing the steam commu- 
nication between this country and Sydney. ‘She charter received the 
great seal on the 6th of August. It is ca'culated that the entire dis- 
tance to Sydney will be accomplished by this route in about 64 days, 

Yue Bririsu Museum.—On ‘Tuesday the trustees obtained pos- 
session of all the houses required in Great Russell Street for the 
erection of the east wing of the museum, including the extensive 
buildings belonging to the Clerical Life Assurance Company, clear- 
ing the ground entirely to Montagu Street, Russell Square. 

fie Rovat Orrnorapic Hosrrrar.— The half-yearly meeting of 
the above institution was held on ‘l'uesday in the board-room of the 
hospital, Quarles Harris, Esq., in the chair, From the report read, 
it appeared that the total number of patients admitted during the 
last six months was 758, being an increase over the previous half 
year ef 220, The total number of in-patients admitted since the 
establishment of the hospital in 1840 was 570; ditto of out-patients, 
5485, making a total of 6055. 

Genexan Sream Navigation Comrpany.—The usual half-yearly 
meeting of this company was held on Tuesday at their offices, Lom- 
bard Street. Mr. Wilkin took the chair. J'he directors’ report 
stated the undiminished prosperity of the company, and in the course 
of its reading was received with marks of the greatest satis/action by 
the proprietary. ‘he customary dividend being declared, the cor- 
dial thanks of the meeting were voted to the chairman and directors 
for their unremitting labours in promoting the interests of the 
company. 

THe Hori ARTILLERY Comrany.,— The non-commissioned officers 
and gunners of the Hon, Artillery Company of London assembled 
at the Armoury House, | Finsbury Square, in their uniforms, on 
Tuesday morning, and proceeded to Woolwich Marshes. On their 
arrival they commenced practice with one nine-pounder, at "700 
yards’ range, and three light six-pounders, at 650 yards. ‘The firing 
Was very goad, although a strong wind prevailed, upwards of 15 shot 
having entered the target out of 15 rounds of shot from each gun, 
Phe whole of the other shot were very near, with one exception, 

Pue Wesrmixsrer Hosrrrar—On Wednesday a meeting was 
held in the board-room for the transaction of general business. ‘he 
report for the past year stated that the above hospital, founded 129 
years since, was the first established of its kind, and during that pe- 
riod it has extended relief to more than 335,000 poor patients. ‘The 
number of in-patients has progressed annually from 771 to 1646. 
During the past year 5946 accidents and urgent cases had been 
relieved. 

Heacru or tae Merrovotts.— Deaths registered in the week, 
ending Saturday, August 21:—Males 520, females 587, total 1057; 
this is considerably above the average number of deaths at the pre- 
sent season of the year, the increase being almost solely in the class

Cuetmsrorp.—A reprieve for the convict Willsmore, who was 
convicted at the Essex summer assizes of the murder of John Terry, 
at Rochford, has been received by the prison authorities. He now 
awaits removal, prior to transportation for life, to which his sentence 
has been commuted. 

Tue Great Western Raitway.— An accident occurred on 
Thursday evening last week, at the Challow Marsh “ crossing ” on 
the Great Western Railway, whereby H. Sinaner, a travelling 
jeweller, met his death. The deceased attempted to cross the rails, 
but the engine of the express train caught him, and his body was 
hurled to an enormous distance, and falling on the rails, the whole 
train passed over him. He was literally cut to pieces. The deceased 
carried a box on his back, which contained upwards of 300/. worth of 
jewellery. The engine and tender were strewed with watches and 
trinkets, and a considerable quantity were found on the line and in 
the adjacent fields. On Friday an inquest was held, when the jury 
returned a verdict of “ Accidental death,” adding, “ that no blame 
attached to the driver of the engine, but recommending that a police- 
man be placed at the gate to prevent any one crossing whilst a train 
is passing. i 

SOMERSETSHIRE.— ÅS a down train was proceeding towards Bristol 
last week, two men standing a short distance from the Twerton, 
tunnel, hailed the engine driver by waving a red handkerchief on the 
top of a stick. ‘The red colour being used as a danger signal on the 
railway, the driver immediately reversed the engine and stopped the 
train. T'he guard asked the parties what they meant by the inter- 
ruption, when one of them said they had no money, and wanted a jift 
to Bristol. Being awake to the hoax, the guard humoured their 
object by giving them a seat in his own box; but on the arrival of the 
train at the Bristol station, they were handed over to the police, and 
on Monday brought before the magistrates, They were each fined 
40s. and costs, and in default committed for one month each. 

Buicuton. — Early on Friday morning the neighvourhood of 
Russell Street, Brighton, was alarmed by the report that two men 
were suffocated whilst removing some night soil. The report proved 
to be too true, and the two unfortunate persons were taken out of 
the scil quite dead. A third person was dragged out in a state of 
unconsciousness, and amoment more would have been fatal to him, 
but he has recovered. 2 

Sioursuam.—On Thursday night, as a man named Jefferies was 
poaching fish in Sidlesham mill-pond, he attempted to pull a sole 
through the meshes of the next with his teeth, when the fish darted 
into his mouth and throat, and before assistance could be rendered 
he was a corpse. An inquest was held on Friday, verdict, “ Acci-

Gravesenp,—A market- gardener, named Amos, living at Graves- 
end, was last week robbed of between 40/, and 50/. under the follow- 
ing circumstances : — “For a few days previous two well dressed 
men had called at his shop under various pretences, and on the day 
of the robbery begged to be allowed to write a letter. Mrs. Amos 
showed them into a parlour, where they stayed a short time.

Wisneacu. — A handsome building for literary purposes has been 
recently erected at an expense of more than 3000/. in Wisbeach, 
chiefly known in the commercial world as the capital of the Fens, or 
Bedford Level, the most important port in England for the export 
of wheat. The new building is in the Doric style. 

Woorrer,—The County of Northumberland Agricultural Society’s 
annual show of live stock, seeds, and implements of husbandry took 
place on Tuesday last, at Wooler, and was attended by the principal 
breeders of the district, several from distant localities, and a large 
body of landowners, farmers, and others generally interested in agri- 
culture. The ground selected for the show was admirably situated 
for the purpose, being immediately adjoining the Tankerville Arms 
Inn, of amp!e extent, and with a favourable aspect. ‘The distance 
was about eleven miles from Belford, and, in order to accommodate 
visitors, special trains were run upon the Newcastle and Berwick 
line to the Belford station, and carriages were employed to convey 
the parties between Belford and Wooler, In point of number, this 
exhibition showed a decided advantage over most of its predecessors, 
which was no doubt In some degree owing to the liberality of the 
railway company, in carrying stock and implements along the line 
gratis, ‘lhe sheep. as might be expected, were extremely numerous, 
the specimens of the Cheviot breed being unusually abundant. ‘The 
Leicester sheep, however, were perhaps the finest portion of the ex- 
hibition, comprising Many animals of very superior quality, evidently 
indicating that great care and attention had been devoted to rearing 
them. Not the least interesting Part of the exhibition was that de- 
voted to seeds, root-, grasses, &c, Spacious tent was erected for 
the purpose, in which an almost endless variety of objects invited the 
attention of the farmer and horticulturist, "The implements were 
not so numerous on this occasion as in some former years, nor were 
they remarkab‘e for novelty. Such were the general features of the 
exhibition. The weather was very favourable, and thousands visited 
the show-yard in the course of the day. Several ladies were present 
and the proceedings were enlivened by the music of the Belford band, 
which was stationed in the grounds,

The flames had obtained a firm hold of ihe shop, parlour, and stair- 
case, before discovered, thereby cutting off ail means of escape for 
the inmates, who were in their beds at the time. ‘The residents, with 
the exception of two, effected with the assistance of the police a re- 
treat through a window. After considerable trouble the firemen got 
the flames extinguished, but not until the lower portion of the pre-

Owing to 
the firm hold the fire had obtained, it extended with surprising ra- 
pidity, and before an engine arrived the greater portion of the exten- 
sive factory was blazing away with the greatest violence.

Crown Exrenr.—On Saturday last a writ of extent executed be- 
fore Mr. Under-sheriff Burchell, to ascertain what property Edward 
Dear, of Red Lion Street, Holborn, was possessed of on the 7th of 
August, inst. ‘The defendant was a post office keeper, and a debtor 
tothe crown, A seizure had been inade for the income tax, and 
there were exccutions at the suit of judgment creditors, but no oppo- 
sition was ollered to the extent, The property having been valued 
at 160/., the jury gave a verdict for that amount. 2

Her mind 
was much depressed in consequence of haying the child, and she

the last tew days she observed that she heard strange noises in her 
bedroom, and that she could not live there, Last Sunday morning 
a heavy fall was heard in her room. Her mother hastened to her 
assistance, and found her on the floor, with a deep wound across her 
throat, from which blood was fast flowing. Life was then extinct. 
Verdict, “ Temporary insanity.” 

Forcen Five Pounn Nores. — On Wednesday a proclamation 
was issued, cautioning the public against the receipt of forged S: 
notes, of the bank of Messrs, Rudford and Wragge, of Stourbridge, 
of the date of June 1. 1847. Those genuine, and issued by the firm 
on that day, were from Nos, 5002 to 5400 inclusive. The forged 
ones may be detected by noticing that their entry and signatures 
have been lithographed, while it is not the case with the genuine 
ones. 

Fine at Hoxstrypown.—On Wednesday morning a fire broke 
out on board a trading vessel lying off Horsleydown. It appears 
that the vessel had the day before reached the pool, with a very ex- 
tensive cargo of hemp and tallow, from St. Petersburgh. ‘The crew 
discharging the goods, proceeded to draw up several bales of hemp, 
and while they were raising one, a spark from the galley fire flew 
Into some portion of the bemp, which instantly became ignited, 
Engines were speedily on the spot, and the fire was confined tu the 
destruction of the hemp, and some injury to the vessel and the 
wharf, 

Serious Fire. — On Wednesday afternoon, a destructive fire 
broke out on the premis:s belonging to Messrs. Craven and Lucas, 
sugar bakers and refiners, Nelson Street, Whitechapel. In a short 
time four or five engines were on the spot. By vigorous exertions 
the firemen succeeded in extinguishing the flames, but not before the 
bakery (in which the fire originated ) was totally destroyed, and other 
adjoining rooms much damaged.

From 
the evidence, it appeared that on the 7th instant deceased was walk- 
ing down Osborn Street, Whitechapel, when a man dressed like a 
cowkeeper contrived to fasten a quarrel on him, and while so engaged 
several more came up and attempted to rob him. Deceased resisted, 
and in the scuffle was struck and thrown heavily to the ground. He 
died on the following Saturday. ‘The inquiry was adjourned for 
the purpose of affording the police an opportunity of discovering the 
ruffians. a 

Sunpen Deatu. — An inquest was held on Monday evening by 
Mr, Bedford, at the Sabloniere Hotel, Leicester Square, on the body 
of Signor Visconti. ‘The deceased gentleman, it appeared, left 
Milan on the 3d instant for this country, on a tour. On Wednesday 
he arrived in England, appearing in excellent health, On Friday 
evening, the deceased dined with a party of friends, and on his return 
was about entering the hotel, when he fell into the arms of one of his 
companions a corpse. On a post mortem examination, the deceased’s 
heart was found to ve much ossified. The jury returned a verdict of 
“ Natural death from disease of the heart.” 

SuicipE or a Prisoner — Mr. Bedford held an inquest on Tues- 
day, in the Westminster House of Correction, on the body of Thos. 
Chapman, a prisoner. He was taken into custody in St. James's 
Park on Sunday, the 8th instant; and on the following morning, 
when the policeman went into his cell, he was found suspended by 
one of his braces, and quite insensible. By timely surgical aid he 
was restored, and was placed in the infirmary; but gradually sank, 
and died on Sunday. Verdict, “ Natural death.” 

Ronsery at Guy's Hosvitat, — lor some time past various 
articles had been lost from the dressers’ room and the library, but no 
one could account for the strange manner in which they disappeared. 
On Tuesday it was discovered that a person, who represented himself 
as an old student, had succeeded in gaining admission to that portion 
of the hospital set apart for the assistant-surgeons, and taken away 
considerable property belonging to Mr. Hinton, consisting ofja carpet 
bag, which contained numerous articles of value, a writing desk, in 
which were 41, 10s. in gold, and a number of valuable papers. On 
Tuesday evening the delinquent sent the papers and letters back by 
the Parcels Delivery Company. 

Mining Accinent.—A miner named Frac, aged 46, and father of 
six children, descended in the lignite mine of St. André de Glérar. 
gues (Gard) to seek some tools which had been left there. As he 
did not return, another man went down, and successively two others, 
none of whom came back. At last a fifth went down, but with the 
precaution of a rope being tied round his waist. As he also did not 
return, the persons above hauled him up, when he was discovered to 
be lifeless. With care he was soon recovered, but the others were 
all dead. 

ACCIDENT on THR River.—On Wednesday a labouring man fell 
overboard, and was nearly drowned, but for the humane conduct of 
Mr. Wells, mate of the city of London screw- steamer, who plunged 
after him, and with considerable exertion and imminent risk suc- 
ceeded in saving the poor fellow. 

Fixe IN Crank Manker. — On Tuesdav morning a fire was dis- 

covered to be raging in the second floor of the house No, 13. Clare 
Market. Owing to a stiff breeze, fears were at one time entertained 
for the safety of the adjoining houses, but through the prompt st- 
tendance of engines and the exertions of the firemen the flames were 
fortunately confined to the floor in which they broke out.

AUSTRALIAN SEAS. — In Mr. Jukes’s re~- 
v cent work on the natural history of these 
SS cc seas, is contained the following observation:

; UN vast variety and abundance of animal life 
there was about it. It was a mere worn 
dead fragment, but its surface was covered 
with brown, crimson, and yellow nulliporæ, 
many small actiniæ, and soft branching co- 
rallines, sheets of flustra and eschara, and 
delicate reteporæ, looking like beautiful 
lacework carved in irony There were seve- 
ral small sponges and alcyonia, sea-weeds of 
two or three species, two species of comatula 
and one of ophiura of the most delicate co- 
lours and markings, and many small, flat, 
round corals, something like nummulites in 
external appearance, On breaking into the 
block, boring shells of several species were 
found buried in it; tubes formed by annelida 
pierced it in all directions, many still con- 
taining their inhabitants, while two or three 
worms, or nereis, lay twisted in and out 
among its hollows and recesses, in which, 
likewise, were three small species of crabs. 
This block was not above a foot in diameter, 
and was a perfect museum in itself, while its 
outside glared with beauty from the many 
brightly and variously-coloured animals and 
plants, lt was by no means a solitary in- 
stance; every block that could be procured 
from the bottom, in from ten to twenty 
fathoms, was like it. What an inconceivable 
amount of animal life must be here scattered 
over the bottom of the sea, to say nothing of 
that moving through its waters, and this 
through spaces of hundreds of miles! Every 
corner and crevice, every point occupied by 
living beings, which, as they become more 

minute, increase in tenfold abundance. 

OIL From Sronz.—A communication was 
made some short time ago to the French In- 
stitute, about what was called “ Huile aux 
pierres.” The oil is perfectly clear and 
transparent, does not soil, and yields a flame 
of great intensity and clearness, A com- 
pany, formed for the manufacturing of this 
mineral oil, possesses in the vicinity of Autun 
inexhaustible strata of rock, from which not 
only oil, but other valuable substances, as a 
sort of grease (graisses), tar, ammoniacal 
water, parafine — substances of which some 
are valuable as manures—are extracted. 

Tiaeer Minine. — On the north side of 
Maurice River Creek, New Jersey, the 
meadows and cedar swamps, as far up as the 
fast land, are filled with buried cedars to an 
unknown depth, In 1814 or 1815, an at- 
tempt was made to sink a well curb, near 
Dennis Creek Landing, but after encoun- 
tering much difficulty in cutting through a 
number Of logs, the workmen were at last 
compelled ‘to give up the attempt, by find- 
ing, at the depth of twenty feet, a compact 
mass of cedarilogs. It is a constant busi- 
ness near Dennis Creek to ‘* mine cedar 
shingles.” This is done by probing the soft 
mud of the swamps with poles, for the pur- 
pose of discovering, buried cedar timber; 
and when a log is found, the mud is cleared 
off, the log cut into proper lengths with a 
long: one-handled saw, tnd these lengths 
split up into shingles, and carried out of the 
swamp ready for sale. This kind of work gives constant employ- 
ment to a large number of hands. ‘The trees found are from four to 
five feet in diameter; they lie in every possible position, and some of 
them seem to have been buried for many centuries, T hus, stumps 
of trees which have grown to a greater age, and which have been de- 
caying a century, are found standing in the piace in which the

INDIA AND CHINA. 


On Monday the overland mail arrived, the dates are Bombay to 
the 8th, Madras to the 9th, Calcutta to the 8th ult. There has been 
a revolution in Nepaul; the Maharajah came some time ago to 
Benares for the purpose of performing his devotions in the sacred 
river, After some time he jeft that city ostensibly for the purpose 
of returning to his capital, But it appears he never got further than 
Segowlee, In the British territories, but near the frontier of Nepaul. 
Thence he sent messengers to Katmandoo, calling on the principal 
men of the country to imprison or kill the minister of Jung Baha- 
door and all his family. On this the said chiefs assembled, and after 
consultation came to the conclusion that his majesty was not of right 
mind, ‘They ‘accordingly determined to depose him and place the 
heir apparent on the throne. ‘This resolution was immediately car- 
ried into effect, and a letter was sent to the old king signed by all the 
principal men, informing him of what bad been done, recounting his 
misdeeds, censuring him for his withdrawal from his people” and 
country, and reprobating his order for the destruction of a worthy 
man and his ancient family. 

From the Punjaub we hear the Governor-General, seeing that the 
people of Hazarch are not likely ever to submit quietly to the rule of 
Ghoolab Singh, has permitted the restoration of that district to the 
Lahore state, in exchange for another tract of country. ‘The Sove- 
reign of Cashmere is said to be well pleased with his bargain, being 
glad to be rid of subjects so troublesome as the Hazareh people had 
been and were likely to continue. Lahore and the P unjaub in 
general continue quiet, and improvements of all kinds, political and 
municipal, are in progress under the management of the British 
authorities. 

From Cabool the latest news received is to about the middle of 
May. Dost Mahomed had returned from his campaign among the 
insurgent Ghilzies. There are reports of correspondence carried on 
betwixt the Ameer and our authorities through the intervention of 
his brother, Sultan Mahomed Khan, at Peshawur, but of the nature 
and object of the various communications little is yet known. The 
most important item of news from Affghanistan is of a quarrel be- 
twixt the Ameer and the Kuzzilbash tribe, endiog, as it seems, ina 
figh, The origin of this misunderstanding remains a mystery, 

The robber chief Doonghur Singh, w hose rescue and escape from 
the gaol at Agra created such a sensation some time ago, and who 
has since been exercising his vocation in Shekawattee, has lately per- 
formed an exploit which throws into the shade all his former achiev- 
ments, At midnight, on the 18th ult., a band of armed men, many 
of them mounted on horses and camels, surrounded and suddenly 
attacked the Military Pay Office at Nusseerabad, killing six of the 
guard and desperately wounding as many more, ‘They then forced 
open the treasure chest, and carried off its contents, some 27,000 
rupees. ‘This took place on the skirts of a cantonment, where a regi- 
ment of native infantry is quartered; but though tne troops were 
immediately turned out in pursuit, the want of cavalry rendered the 
chase totally ineffectual, The robbers got clear off, carrying with 
them their booty all but about 2000 rupees, which was on a camel 
that was shot by the pursuing troops. Not long ago an attempt was 
made by the Lascar crew of the Framjee Cowasjee, bound from 
Bombay for China with a valuable cargo, to set the vessel on fire ; 
now we have to record the total destruction by fire of the well known 
ship Robarts. ‘Though suspicion felt on the Lascars, a strict ex- 
amination has failed to elicit anything to contirm the first impression 
that the fire was the work of incendiaries, 

A draft act has been promulgated, designed to regulate coroner's 
juries in Calcutta. Hitherto it has been found almost impracticable 
to assemble a jury of twelve, and it is now proposed to lepalise a 
jury of three, This measure, if ever carried out, will be a bold, but 
jusufiable innovation on time- honoured prejudices. A notification 
has appeared in the * Gazette,” announcing that henceforth imported

Sirrna Leone, — From advices, it is learnt that the slave trade on 
the west coast of Africa is a3 brisk as ever; that 1315 slaves had 
heen landed from slave vessels at Sierra Leone from } May 4 to 
June 28 of this year, and that the last slaver taken was a Brazilian 
brig, although, for deception, called the Buelah, of Portland, U.S 
she was sent in by the Waterwitch; this vessel had 510 slaves on 
board, and was fallen in with on June 10, lat. 2.27 S., long. 4.30 E, 
‘The colony was healthy, ‘The schooner Hurricane, frum Valparaiso, 
in 112 days, has arrived, having on freight 71,000 dollars. 

Care or Goon Horr. —'l'he artificers to be employed in the con- 
struction of the lighthouse at Cape Agulhas have left Cape Town, in 
her Majesty's steamer Rosamond, for Struis Bay, where their de- 
barkation will take plece, The parties who had been engaged by the 
South African Mining C vompany to work the lodes of mineral ore 
which have been discovered in Namaqualand were on board ship, 
awaiting a favourable wind to carry them to their destination. There 
is no news from the Kafir frontier. 

Cutna,—A “ Colombo Times,” of the 15th of July (Isle of Cey- 
Jon), containsa very alarming rumour with regard to the relations of 
this country with China, and one which derives cousiderable pro- 
hability from the recent conduct of Sir John Davis. ‘The report is, 
that the attack on the Bogue Forts had roused a desperate spirit of 
hostility against all foreigners, but especially the English, and had 
led to a general rising of the people of Canton against them. ‘The 
report further states that the consuls had been compelled to leave 
Canton, and that the Europeans were preparing to follow them, 
‘The above news is said to have been brought to Colombo by the 
Haddington steamer, which received it from the captain of a vessel 
who had been despatched to Calcutta for troops, to reinforce the gar- 
rison of Hong-kong.

FRANCE. = Tnu PRASLIN Munrner. — During the morning of 
the 18th the police having once determined upon whom their sus- 
picions were to fall, they in a measure evoked the tragical scene that 
had taken place. ‘l'he duchess's bed-chamber was lit bya faint night- 
lamp. lhe murderer entered quietly, and, armed witha knife, he 
reached the bed where the duchess was lying half asleep. ‘The first 
blow was thus directed to the neck of the victim, who instantly put 
her hands to her neck. The murderer then repeated the stroke, and 
the instrument inflicted a wound on the little finger of Madame de 
Praslin's right hand, He continued: Madame de Praslin sprang 
from her bed, half fainting, and attempted to scize the bell rope, 
which she could not at first reach, and two marks of a bloody hand 
are impressed on the hangings of the wall near the bell rope. At 
last she managed to ring the bell. She also threw down furniture to 
make a noise; and finally, overcome by such violent efforts, she 
slipped and fell in her blood under the last blows of her murderer,

His nephew, im- 
mediately after the overthrow of Robespierre, called for the revision 
of his trial, and sucteeded in clearing his character. M. Perrin 
Auber himself filled important municipal functions, and acted a con- 
spicuous part in the revolution.

squadron pursued its northward course, pateng also on the same 
side, but strenuously avoiding the whirlpools of Corryvreckan, the 
strait between the extremity of Jura and the mountainous island of 
Scarba, which possesses a wide-spread notoriety. 

‘T'he royal squadron then continued its progress through the intri- 
cate groups formed by the islands Scarba, Lunga, Luing, Easdale, 
and Seil, In the whole tour of the islands, perhaps, such picturesque 
and diversified scenery as that which presented itself from Crinan to 
Kerrera Island, render this decidedly one of the most pleasant of 
Scottish steam excursions, ‘Ihe steady progression of the royal 
squadron presented the numerous islands, mountains, headlands, 
bays, and lakes under a thousand different aspects, each object under- 
going innumerable rapid transmutations from the moment it was 
first descried upon the horizon until passed by the swiftly-sped roya. 
vessels it gradually recedes away and is finally lost in the distancee 
‘Lhe changes of light and shade, of colour, outline, and form, werl 
inexhaustible, and the succession of curious combinations and beau- 
tiful appearances affords a source of intense enjoyment. 

‘The coasts of the Breadalbane estates, at Easdale, are inhabited 
by a body of the most hardy boatmen in the world. They were col- 
lected in large numbers cif Seil Isiand. Some hundred boats, 
drawn up in two lines, manned each by six men, and tach carrying 
its little fag, collected and received the Queen as, in the royal yacht, 
she passed through a rendezvous off Luing Island. ‘This compli- 
ment paid to royalty by the Breadalbane men was the most imposing 
and striking thing of the sort ever witnessed in those waters. 

A royal salute, fired trom the heights above the village of Easdale, 
also welcomed her Majesty as the squadron passed by the ruins of 
Gylen Castle up to Uban, inside the island of Kerrera, the latter the 
place of Alexander the Secona's death, the rendezvous of Haco of 
Norway’s invading fleet in 1263, and forming the breakwater of the 
fine bay of Oban, the high cliffs at the north side of which command 
one of the finest views in Scotland, ‘lhe little bay was quite 
crowded with various craft, and the royal squadron was received by 
one or two of her Majesty's steam vessels which have been employed 
jn conveying provisions from the stores at Oban to the distressed 
population of the Western Islands, ‘Ihe yacht steamed round the 
bay, and stopped for some time while a salute was fired from a bat- 
tery formed on the top of one of the highest hills behind the town, 
and the royal steamers, shortly after eleven, steered a Course weste 
ward, every revolution of their paddle- wheels opening out new scenes 
rich in history as well as in beauty, 3 

‘The royal squadron entered the sound of Iona, and having an- 

chored, Prince Albert proceeded alone to view the ruins of the cathe- 
dral and the other objects of interest in the island, Her Majesty en- 
tered the Cave of Stalla in the royal barge, and stayed a considerable 
time in close examination of this wonderful natural temple, where 
* the pealing anthem of waves ” yesounds with ceaseless harmony, 
‘The external archway is in height about seventy feet, and a massive 
entablature of about thirty feet is placed upon it, receding, says Mr, 
Wilson, “ about 230 feet inwards, the entire tront as well as the 
great cavernous sides being composed ot countless complicated 
ranges of gigantic columns, beautifully poimed, and of the most 
syminetrical though somewhat varied forms—the rool itself exhibit. 
jug a rich grouping of overhanging pillars, some of saowy whiteness 
from the calcareous covering by which they have been encrusted, the 
whole rising trom and often seen reflected by the ocean waters, 
forms truly a picture of unrivalled grandeur, and one on which it is 
delightful to dwell even in remembrance.” ‘Tne royal squadron, 
after leaving these islands, bore away for Loch Sunart, passed down 
the Sound of Mule, and into Locn Linnhe, which is girt with some 
of the boldest mountain ranges on the coast of Scotland. Her Ma- 
jesty reached Fort William about noon on Friday, aud a number of 
tiighland gentiemen, dressed in the national costume, were assembled 
on the pier to receive their sovereign; but it was intimated that it 
was the intention of her Majesty to remain on board all that day, and 
to land on the following morning atten oclock, In the meantime 
Prince Albert (who seems fully to enter into the spirit of the scene), 
attended by several gentlemen of the suite, left the yacht, and pro- 
ceeded to Glencoe, lamous tor the magnificence and loftiness of its 
mountains, as well as for being the dark scene of the almost total cx- 
tirpation of the clan to which that country then belonged, 


ae On all sides there were large assemblages to greet her 
ayesty. 
On the royal carriage drawing up the colours were lowered, the 
pipes began to play, and the people cheered most lustily, Her Ma- 
jesty was received by the noble marquis and his mother-in-law, the 
Duchess Dowager of Bedford. Her Majesty and the Prince 
having graciously acknowledged the attention paid them, proceeded 
across the bridge and were driven to the lodge.

DREADFUL ACCIDENT! 
EXPLOSION OF THE “ CRICKET” STEAMER. 
MELANCHOLY LOSS OF LIFE! 


One of the most fearful steam-boat explosions that has ever oc- 
curred in this country occurred yesterday morning at the pier close 
to the Fox-under-the-Hill, between which and London Bridge the 
Cricket, the Ant, and the Bee, three new and beautifully constructed 
steamboats ply, carrying passengers at the small fare of a halfpenny 
each. As may be imagined, these boats, owing to the small cost at 
which they carry passengers, receive a vast amount of public pa- 
tronage, particularly at the end of the week, owing to the numbers 
who avail themselves of the accommodation they afford in conveying 
goods between Billingsgate, Newgate Market, and the western por» 
tion of the metropolis. { 

Shortly before half-past nine o'clock whilst the first mentioned 
boat—the Cricket—which had on board from 150 to 200 persons of 
all ages and sexes, was about to start with her human freight to Lon- 
Bridge, her boiler burst with a terrific explosion. Several of the 
passengers were blown into the air and fell into the river—others fell 
on the deck from a considerable height — and when the immense 
cloud of steam and smoke had in some degree evaporated, it iwas 
found that the decks were covered with the injured and the dying, 
that the sides of the boat had been blown outwards, and that several 
persons were in the after cabin, which had been driven several feet 
below the ordinary water mark, and that it had been fiiled with water, 
An eyewitness who was standing at the wharf at the time of the ac- 
cident, states that he saw a young woman with a child in her arms

The engineer's statement of the accident 1s a very extraordinary 
one. He says he was in the engine-room at the time, and that he 
did por recover his consciousness until he found himself lying on the 
pier!!! 

Tne inquiries at Charing Cross Hospital and at St. Martin's work- 
house, during the whole of yesterday were most unceasing by parties 
who feared—and frequently more from fear than from any other cir- 
cumstance—that their relatives had either been killed or maimed by 
this heart-rending occurrence. 

The call-boy died shortly before three o'clock in the afternoon, 
His widowed mother and some friends were at his death-bed. ‘They 
were overwhelmed with grief, as may be imagined, His head pre- 
sented a frightful spectacle. There were several gashes, each 
in itself sufficient to cause death. We were informed that the sister 
of the unfortunate boy at the time the disaster happened was waiting 
on the pier with his breakfast. 

Up to seven o'clock in the evening fifteen persons, more or less 
injured, have been taken to the workhouse and the Charing Cross 
Hospital. Of these the four following are dead : — 

The call-boy. 

A man dressed as a sa lor—name unknown, 

John Littleton, 6, Bloomsbury Street. 

John Blunt, jun., watchmaker, 3. Vauxhall Bridge Road. 

‘Two others, we understand, are lying in a most dangerous state, 
and several are so severely injured as not to be able to tell who 
they are. 

From the account of Captain Martin, the master of the Cricket, she 
arrived at the pier from London Bridge with a full complement of 
passengers. As soon as she had discharged the persons on board, 
she was taking in another cargo for London Bridge, and, as is usual, 
when the boats are loading, Captain Martis, fortunately, was not 
standing on the paddle-box. 

A suilicient number of passengers had gone on board to occupy 
nearly the whole of the seats on the fore and after decks, when a 
scene occurred of a most appalling character. ‘Ihe centre of the 
vessel with the funnel suddenly rose a considerable distance, and in 
an instant a noise resembling the Sdischarge of a hundred cannons. 
took place, At the same instant clouds of steam and showers of 
burning coke, together with the ponderous boiler, and we regret to 
say a number of human beings, were biown high into the air. The 
after-cabin and deck were simultaneously shivered to atoms, the per- 
sons standing thereon were forced into the water. ‘I'he shrieks of 
the passengers who were o» the fore deck were truly hearirendiug, 
and many of them leaped overboard to save their lives, 

The following is the statement of police-constable F 111, who was 
on board at the time :— 

“ I went on board at about twenty minutes to ten. When I had 
been on board about five minutes [ heard a territic explosion, and 
before I could recover from the shock 1 was quite stunned by finding 
my wife and two children, who had accompanied me on board, haa 
by some means been torn from me, by what means I could not tell ; 
ail | knew was that the boat appeared to be sinking. Large missiles 
of all descriptions kept dropping for some seconds, and when the 
smoke which the explosion had caused had cleared away, I succeeded 
iu rescuing my family, and then 1l saw that the deck of the vessel 
had been shattered to pieces, and that nearly all the passengers who 
had not been thrown overboard were either dead or dying. T'he hull 
of the vessel was then filled with water, and was sinking fast.” 

The Rev. Mr. Smith, the chaplain of the St. Martin's workhouse, 
with his lady, were among the persons who had paid their fares to go 
to London Bridge. Mrs. Smith had got on board, and Mr. Smith 
was on the pier, about to step on board, when the explosion took 
place. Mrs. Smith was scalded by the steam, and was blown into 
the water, but was fortunately rescued. Mr. Smith escaped unhurt, 
the explosion having taken place as he was in the act of stepping cn 
the lighter in order to get on board the boat. ‘The wreck is still 
under water, as the tide has not sufficiently receded to enable persons 
to examine her cabins, consequently the full extent of the mischief 
cannot as yet be ascertained. The following account has been for- 
warded us bya pentieman who was coming down the river from 
Vaushall shortly after the accident happened: —** On arriving at the 
Westminster pier, we were informed that an explosion of one of the 
halfpenny steamboats had taken place, and that several lives had been 
lost, consequently we were all on the look out. ‘he banks of the 
river from Westminster to Waterloo Bridge were crowded, and 
thousands‘were assembled on the Hungerford Suspension Bridge, the 
Adelphi ‘Teriace, and the various piers on the river. There were 
boats dragging in all directions in the neighbourhood of the wreck, 
and as we approached the Adelphi Pier tne wreck was distinctly 
visible. ‘The whole of the after part of the vessel (that is to say, the 
part lying towards Westminster Bridge) was under water, ‘The fun- 
nel was gone, bur the paddle- boxes on each side Were apparently un- 
injured, The name, * Cricket” could be istinctly seen, both on the 
inside and the outside of the paddle-boxes, which must have been 
held together by the keel, for the deck was destroyed, and between 
them flowed the river, ‘I'he head of the boat (that is to say, the por- 
tion directed from the paddle-boxes towards Londen Bridge) ap- 
peared perfect, so that the explosion must have taken place in that 
part of the boiler which was nearest to Westminster Bridge. 

During the day the banks of the river in the neighbourhood of the 
accident have been crowded, and but for the efforts of the police some 
fearful accidents would have occurred from the extreme pressure of 
the crowd, For instance, on the Adelphi ‘Terrace, there were symp- 
toms of the rails giving way, but the police kept the crowd back, and 
prevented undue pressure, Too much credit cannot be given to the 
police for the judgment ard the exceilent temper which they have 
exhibiied throughout the day in the performance of a most difficult 
duty. 

‘The last party picked up is well known to the people on the pier as 
being a daily passenger. He bad 1 10s, in goid in his pocket, and 
10s. in silver. He wore a gold chain and silver watch, Some of his 
hnen was marked J. N. B. There was a letter in bis pocket, whicn 
may possibly lead to his identity. At was dated Wednesday, and 
commenced thus ;—" Dear John,—I am going to Walton's this alter- 
noon ;” and ended, “I shail expect you to-morrow (‘Thursday ) with- 
out fal.”
